SONG IS HONORED. 

The one hundredth anniversary of 
the National song, the ‘‘Star Span- 
gled Banner,” was celebrated 
throughout the United States yester- 
day. In schools, public and special 
gatherings, the anthem was sung, 
and the historical facts connected 
with the writing of the stirring words 
were related., 


Like many of the great national 
anthems, the “Star Spangled Banner’ 
was the one great. work of. a poet, 
who contributed little or nothing be- 


sides this masterpiece. 


The stirring words weré penned 
under conditions familiar to all. Held 
a captive over night, while a great 
battle was raging just within view, 
he wrote the words on the back of 
an envelope. The inspiration was 
powerful, and came from deep-rooted 
and sincere feeling. Its patriotism 
is irresistible. 


The original flag which inspired 
the poem is still kept. Last night it 
waved from Fort McHenry, and was 
an object of reverence by those who 
recalled the conditions of just 100 
years ago. 


A peculiarity of the centennial 
celebration is that instead of spring- 
ing from one source, and spreading 
to cl parts, the idea of celebrating 
tne day sprang up in many cities al- 
Most simultaneously. In Richmond 
the Daily News made suggestions 
several weeks before Governor John- 
son issued a proclamation asking that 
the state observe the day. In many 
states proclamations came forth on 
the same day. Where the idea sweeps 
the United States, and so many act- 
‘ing independently of each other, take 
action, it can be considered as an 
indication of great national respect 
for the. amthem.

HAS 501,021 
IN SCHOOLS 


California has 15,612 teachers and 
501,021 pupils, according to the an- 
nual report of Job Wood ZJr., statis- 
ticilan in the office of State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Edward 
Hyatt. Wood is completing details 
of his report, preparatory to the 
meeting of the state board of educa- 
tion at Sacramento this week. The 
figures show California to have one 
of the greatest educational systems 
in the United States. 


The elementary schools have 12,- 
266 teachers, of whom 1162 are men 
and 11,104 women, a proportion of 
9 to 1. In the kindergarten depart- 
ment there are 355 instructors, all 
of them women. 

The state high schools have 2997 
teachers, 1206 of them being men 
and 1791 women. There is a gain 
of 1092 teachers for the fiscal year. 

In the elementary schools of the 
state are 422,024 pupils, of whom 
210,676 are boys and 191,348 girls. 
The kindergarten has an enrollment 
of 13,070—6532 boys and 6538 girls. 
In the high schools eftrollment of 
65,927 the girls lead in number by 
nearly 4000, the figures being 35,008 
and 30,919, respectively. 

_ Each teacher in the state has an 
average of 49 students to instruct. 

« The average daily attendance in 
the state public schools for the fiscal 
year just ended is 374,493, divided 
as follows: Elementary, 319,244; 
kindergarten, 6937, and high school, 
48,312. A gain in daily attendance 
of 28,010 is noted.
